is characteristic of the Jewish out- 

look on life that we should “ judge 
all men in the scale of merit.” Hence 
the known maxim “an Accuser can- 
not act as a Defender.”

Calf. For the same reason the horn 
of a calf cannot be used as a 
Shotur, 

In this solemn season, however, 
when tt ts our duty to take stock of 
the sttuation in our community, certain 
observations may be permitted. It 
becomes clear to anybody who takes 
an interest in communal affairs that 
Anglo-Jewry finds itself to-day in a 
state of frustration, perplexity, and 
indecision. The remedy for this con- 
dition lies in an effort inspired by 
humility. and sincerity; from. which 
alone true repentance springs. 
Repentance (Teshuva) implies ‘in 
addition the knowledge of the ide’ls 
revealed by God through the Torah.

ROSH HASHANA and Yom Kippur 

bear a dual aspect. They express 
what Judaism regards as the deepest 
mystery. of God—namely, the para- 
doxical unity of Din and Rachamiin, 
af stern Judgment and toving Mercy. 
They evoke, to use the words of R. 
Abraham. ben-David, the. “ two faces 
of the One Deity,” or, rather, bring 
about the transformation of the one 
into the other For when the shofar 
is sounded, we are told, the fierce 
Justice of God ts changed into Mercy ; 
God rises, as it were, from the throne 
of Justice and takes His seat on the 
throne of Mercy. 

Iranstated into terms-of our human 
experience, the meaning of this bold 
imagery is far from naive. It points 
the way to the realisation of a spiritual 
truth which we can ignore only at our 
peril. dt tells us that only he: who 
pedetrates to the roor of evil in his 
bing can expect to be healed and 
renew his life ; that only he who. slays 
the slayer. within himself can be 
spiritually reborn. Without the Day 
of Judgment there can be no effeciive 
Day of Atonement. 


The Judgment of Rosh Hashana 
means self-judgment, cheshbonha- 
nejesh, confronting ourselves with 


our own inadequate reality and com- 
paring it with what we might have 
made of ourselves had we only risen 
to the challenge of our potentialities 
for good. It means to look at our- 
selves in the mirror of our conscience : 
to pluck up the courage to ask our- 
selves the awkward question which 
God put to Adam, Where art thou ?””

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CANADIAN BURIAL DISPUTE 


From JACOB S. ZIEGEL 


TORONTO 


HE Supreme Court of Canada 
was recently called upon to 
decide a point of law of con- 
siderable importance for Jewish 
burial societies in Canada, and. one 
that. may. also not be without 
interest to members of the Anglo- 
Jewish community. 
fhe facts which ted to the present 
litigation were as follows. A Jewish 
woman having died in the town. of 
Nelson, in British Columbia, oan 
anonymous: telephone. call was put 
through to. the Shareh Izedek Burial 
Society in. Vancouver, as a result of 
which the Society agreed to uccept the 
body for burial in- its 
cemeterv. The woman apparently had 
rever in her. lifetime belonged to any 
Jewish community: and was not a 
member ot the Shareh Tzedek Burial 
Society. but in her will she had asked 
to be buried “in a. Jewish cemeter\ 
in. my own burial plot in a casket suit- 
able to a person of my means.” 


Executors Sued 


The Burial Society sued the Roval 
Trust Company, the executors. of the 
deceased woman, for $3,000 in respect 
of their burial. fees, but the executors 
resisted the claim on the ground that 
the services provided by the. Society 
were worth at most about $600. Since. 
in the circumstances, no fee had been 
agreed upon before the burial, the 
onus lay upon the Society, according 
to Common Law principles, to show 
that their. claim was a reasonable one 

[his they sought to do bv. arguing 
that the method of computing the fce 
adopted by. them was tn. accordance 
with the tenets: of the Jewish. faith. 
According to these tenets. they alleged 
there had to be taken into considera- 
tion,.in order. to arfive at the appro- 
priate. figure, the .character: and 
nature of the deceased: the value. of 
his or her estate: the persons depend- 
ant for support upon the said estate : 
and the manner in which the deceased 
in his. or her-lifetime had. discharged 
her obligations of giving and doing 


charity. in accordance with the prin- 


ciples. of the: Jewish faith.” 

The Board had applied these criterta 
to the case, and had found that the 
deceased. woman. had _ left large 
estite, the -whole. of 
bequeathed to a few remote relatives. 


which. was-~ 


and that she had never in her life-time 
belonged fo any jewish OF 
assumed. her share* in. supporting 
Jewish -institutions. Her manner of 
living, as the. Society’s. secretary 
summed it up, left much to be desired, 
and hence it was felt that. the fee was 
10t an unreasonab.e one. Two rabbis 
from Vancouver gave evidence to sup- 
port the Society's. contention The 
force of their evidence, however, was 
obviously. weakened by the admission 
of one of them that there existed an 
arrangement whereby the members of 
his community paid only a fixed sum 
to the Society for burial rights in their 
cemetery. 

Phe majority of the Supreme Court 
of Canada’ rejected the claim... The 
pointed out that at- Common Law.a 
duty ts imposed upon an executor to 
see that the deceased ts buried in: a 
manner befitting his-or her station in 
life, and that no undue expense is 
incurred... [he ‘executor is liable to 
pay. the reasonable funeral expénses. 
even without any order on his part. 
But, concluded the Court, it. was 
impossible to import into a contract 
“implied under. the- present circum: 
stances any term. by reason of ‘the 
usage which ‘the Society. sought. to 
establish. In any-event the existence 
of such a usage. or custom as was 
alleged was. not proved te the Court’s 
satisfaction. Neither could the Society 
rely upon the term of the testator’s 
will. because they were ignorant of 
them at the of the wil, and: in 
anv event. the burial. d'd not. fully 


comply with the direction: in the will. 


Dissenting Judgment 


An interesting dissenting judgment 
was delivered b\ Mr. Justice Rand. 
He was prepared to allow the Society's 
claim on the basis of what. the testa- 
trix. must have had in mind when she 
asked to be given Jewish: burtal 
“The subject-matter.” said the judge. 
“4s a. religious service with mystical 
implications,.conceived as an éntirety. 
which in most of its elements cannot 
be valued in terms of money. In the 
background of the Jewisn religion and 
its law, looking to the future life as 
well. as. the past. that service carries 
to every Jew the deepest significance 
of. al the rites of his people.” In«his 
opinion, therefore. the deceased 
woman undoubtedly had in mind that

compassions, and according to the multitude 
of His mercies.”

BRIDGING THE GULF 


IT has been an established tradition of this 
paper to publish on the eve of Rosh Hashana 
messages from our communal leaders, headed 
by one from the CHieF Raps of the United 


Synagogue of the British Commonwealth 


anc Empire. And it was not for want of 
effort on our part that similar expressions of 
good will from the spiritual leaders of the 
once flourishing centres of Jewish life in 
Eastern Europe had not previously been 
included among them. We are, therefore, 
sure that. our readers will be as grati- 
fied to receive as we are glad to be able 
to convey the New Year greetings received 
from the highest Jewish religious dignitaries 
in the Soviet Union, Rumania, and Hungary. 
The welcome which these messages will 
receive will be enhanced by the fact that, in 
the conditions which prevail in the countries 
behind the Iron Curtain, it is the voice from 
the synagogues which remains. paradoxically 
enough, the only one that can sull be heard, 
however feebly, across the chasm. 


The fact that none of the rabbis in Moscow, 
Bucharest. and Budapest made any reference 
to Israel, each praising his own Communist 
régime and all three laying their main 
emphasis on peace among nations (a senti- 
mentshared by all Jewry), indicates. of course, 
a common source of inspiration, This,.how- 
ever, does not derogate from. the importance 
of the event that for the first time such mes- 
sages have been allowed to penetrate the Iron 
Curtain, and that, again for-the first time 
since the secession of the East European 
communitics. trom the World Jewish Con- 
gress, some cxpression of unity between the 
Jewish peoples across the dividing line has 
been made possible. Coming as. it does after 
the exonecration of the Jewish doctors and the 
re-establishment of normal relations between 
the U.S.S.R. and Israel, latest gesture

CHIEF RABBI AND. CANADA 


InN a New Year message addressed to 
Canadian Jewry, ‘and published in the 
WESTERN Jewish News, of Winnipeg, 
Crier Raper refers to the possibility of 
pastoral visit to Canada. It has been ‘Sveti 
in London for some time that such an idea 
was on the fapis, certain prominent Jews in 
Canada having broached it with Rabbi 
Bropit. The announcement now has evoked 
a great deal of interest in Canadian quarters. 
The Cuter Raper makes reference to the 
association between the communities in 
Commonwealth countries ; but the situation 
in Canada is not a simple one. There are 
divergent views, brought about by historical 
and geographical factors, among Canadian 
Jews. Of the two chief sections, there are 
those who recognise the tie with Anglo- 
Jewry and others. who have gravitated 
towards Jewish organisations in the United 
States. In recent vears in particular, and 
with the exception of the diminishing 
number who have direct connections, either 
by way. of family or other personal tes, 
there has been little impulse to look towards 
Jewry in Britain. Perhaps this ts also largely 
because British Jewry rarely associates itself 
with the Canadian Jewish community. It 
was of some importance, therefore, that Mr. 
SAMUEL BRONFMAN, “resident of the Cana- 
dian Jewish Congress, the most powerful 
Jewish organisation in the country, and a 
few other communal workers were in 
London during the Coronation period, and 
were enabled to cultivate the family relation- 
ship. A good deal depends on whether the 
inspiration of those visits is allowed to 
evaporate. The overwhelming majority of 
the 300,000 Jews in Canada know practi- 


cally nothing about Anglo-Jewry. The 


rabbis, with a few exceptions are either 
American-born and graduates of one or 
other of the seminaries (Orthodox, Conser- 
vative, or Reform) in the United States, or 
they have come direct from Eastern Europe, 
In either case. their disposition towards 
England is negligible. (It 1s rare, for 
example, to hear the prayer for. the 
Sovereign recited in the Sabbath Service.) 
Still, there is an inclination which could be 
worked on. Particularly is this true in the 
religious sphere. 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. HERTZ, paid 
to Canada thirty years ago was etlective and 
left a permanent mark. That can_ be 
emulated and repeated now. Unlike the Jews 
in the United States. Canadian Jewry are 
Orthodox in outlook, though their synagogue 
affiliations are chaotic, since .there 1s: no 
representative rabbinate. On the level of 
Orthodoxy, however, they have much in com- 
mon. with British Jewry. 


ISRAEL AT THE U.N. 


PH actions of the United Nations are the 
concern of us all, and it is regrettable that the 
special session of the General Assembly on 
Korea which concluded last Friday should 
have left such an unfortunate impression on 
world opinion. During the final debate, on 
the question of the admission of India to the 
peace negotiations, we were treated to the 
unedifying spectacle of the United States 
rounding up. its supporters for the crucial 
vote... In the political committee the suppor- 
ters of the United States point of. view 
cast 21. votes against: 27 in favour ot 
the admission of India, with 11 abstentions. 
As this majority was insufficient to secure a 


{two-thirds majority in the plenary Assembly, 


the Indian delegate. with. statesmantike 
gesture, withdrew his country s candidature 
in order to avoid further wrangling. The 
position. of Israel in. this. matter, doubtless 
somewhat. embarrassing, was not very dit- 
ferent from that of number of other States, 
great and small, who in recent vears have 
received generous assistance from the United 
States. August 26 the Israeli-detegate 
spoke ly an davour-of Indta, # country 
for wh ae] rightly entertams th friend- 
lest and whose unremitting efforts 
tO Secure peace in Korea have. won wide 
acclaim. it was, therefore, to be expected 
that [srael would support Indian. participa- 
tion. When the vote was taken and Israel.

to have abstained, the conclusion was 
unavoidable that United. States influence 
had been brought very strongly to bear. This 
method. of pufsuing its foreign policy by a 
Great Power which so cynically disregards

Jung could no long 
accept the primacy of sexuality as a detern)) ‘ant 
of conduct, but vested the primeval Fities of 
man in a. general vital impulse which covered 
all the instincts. 

Furthermore, he developed the theory that 
the roots of man’s aspirations and creative gifts 
were expressed in terms of universal archetypes 
of thought which formed the universal uncon- 
SCIOUS. These emerged in man’s Cultural 
development and found their final expression 
in folklore, religion, and alchemy. 

That Jung has opened up fascinating and 
suggestive avenues of inquiry into the nature of 
dreams and their relation to religion and folk- 
lore is beyond dispute ; and his examination ot 
alchemy in particular, in this handsome and 
literally weighty volume, bears this out. Alchemy 
was not merely the primitive chemistry as we 
see it in the work of Paracelsus. It was the 
age-long search for Prima Materia, the lapis 
or philosopher's stone which was to transmute 
the material world. In it was wrapped wp the 
generative principle which informs all things and 
Shapes all doctrines of life and divinity, the 
“chymical”” marriage of opposites. 
quotes the Midrashic references which suge 
that Og of Bashan was equated with the Re en. 


The lion and the unicormm were eternally at war 


aspects of the ambivalence in the very nature 
of Deity. This paradox is clearly seen in the 
Gnosue Christian heresy, where the unicorn 
embodies both good: and evil, the creative and 
destructive impulses. 

In a brief space one cannot do justice to th 
material here presented, nor express futly { 
critical doubts which arise in. the mind in read:

KINGDOM OF GOD

OSH HASHANA, the Jewish 
‘New Year, is a festival of 
universal sweep and signifi- 

cance. It 1s observed both in com- 
memoration of Creation and in 
anticipation of its fulfilment It not 
only recalls the initial Divine act in 
the past, which brought all things 
into existence, but it also holds up 
before mankind the vision of the 
Kingdom of God towards the estab- 
lishment of which the whole otf 
Creation is moving. 

[his Kingdom of God, with hich 


have been intertwined the highest 
hopes that could be conceived for 
humanity, is not relegated to. the 


celestial stage of another existence, 
unconnected with the struggles, 
problems, hopes, and aspirations of 
the present. Although related and 
bound to an order which is necessarily 
transcendent of all purely human 
relationships, it is a kingdom which ts 
to be built Acre on earth, under Divine 
guidance, by the hands of. man. 
Human endeavour, which determines 
the whole complexity of human 
destiny along the high road of. fulfil- 
ment, is none other than that trans- 


lated in terms of. personal and. social 


righteousness; and the -unrversal 
realisation of these tdeals rn all human 


relations constitutes the quintessence 


and distinctive element of the Jewish 
conception of the Kingdom. 

the Kingdom of God, 
associated - ideas’ and = ideals of 
righteousness, forms the highest point 
in-the liturgy of the Jewish New Year 
dav. in. which prayers are offered for 
God's untversal sovereignty over man 
and nature, and forthe coming of a 
volden age when all mankind: shall 
recognise the Kingdom of: God. ~ and 
form a single band to do the Divine 
will with a perfect heart.” 


Divine Judgment 


But Rosh Hashana is also a day of 


Divine Judgment. This is but in 
keeping with the pattern: of Jewish 
thought which | considers. Divine 


Judgment to be: an essential factor: in. 


the process linking creation with 
fulfilment Divine Judgment... on 
which Rosh Hashana: bids us fix. our 
attention, is both universal and par- 
ticular, It concerns the fate of nations. 
no less than that. of individuals. 
Conceived in terms of the Kingdom, 
calamitous events in the life of nations 
are but) manifestations of the Judg- 
ment of God upon man for his refusal 
to respond by righteousness of lite and 
action to the -demands. of His 
Kingdom, 

Ihe implications of this conception 
Divine Judgment are.clear. They 
are of twofold character: positive and 
negative, Positively, this Interpretation 
of Divine Judgment insists that only 
righteousness can receive the approval 
of God and exalt a nation. Negatively, 
it asserts the awful consequences that 
flow. from unrighteousness and. evil- 
doing. Violence and aggression may 
for some time make headway and 
succeed, ‘but at last they must. be 
broken, because they are 1a conflict 
with the predetermined and unalter- 
able plan of God for His Kingdom, 
“Fret not thyself. because of evil- 
doers .. . for they shall soon wither 
like grass (Psalm xxavit, 1-2). ° For 
the wicked shall perish: and_ the 
enemies of God shall be as the fat of 
lambs ; they shall pass away in. smoke, 
they shall pass away” (ibid. 20). 

And history has on the whole justi- 
hed this Jewish conception of Divine 
Judgment. It is true that the process 
of history is so complex that it. is 
necessary to be careful not to read 
into jt the interpretation we desire. 
Nevertheless, one of the convictions 
which grow upon the mind in the 
Study of the past is that national evil 
acquiesced in brings its penalty in the 
long run, Sooner or later, the price 


with all its . 


has to be paid in catastrophe and 


degradation, in revolutions or world 
wars, “those terrible” things, in 
which, as the Psalmist says, God 


answers us in righteousness ~ (Ixv, 6). 
it is thus not strange that Arnold 
Toynbee, in his monumental. “ Study 
of History.” passing jn review the rise 
and decline of twenty-one civilisations 
of which we have historical records, 
should place on the title-page of one 
of the volumes the verse of Psalm 
CXxvu: “Except the Lord build. the 
house, their labour is but lost that 
built it.” ‘The cause of breakdown, 
everywhere, as. Tovnbee traces it, ts 
life blinded by anti-spiritual and 
unsocial self-interest, and shaken and 
shattered by what he. calls 
outbreak of tnterhal discord:” 


They 


Similarly in these our times of tragic 
fears and fatal tensions, there 1s much 
to support the view that we are wit- 
nessing manifestations of Divine 
Judgment upon a civilisation. which, 
notwithstanding its staggering advances 
in scientific and technological know- 
ledge, has yet to learn the elements of 
universal: righteousness. In the words 
of Professor. Herbert Butterfield : 
‘Looking atthe spectacle of 
world .. : we .te-day -nrust feel: 
selves to be living in one of those 
remarkable periods when. judgment 
stalks throughout the world, and it is 
a. question whether. the 
systems to which we 
attached so long 
of reckoning. 

The judgment of Ciod, however, is 
not vindictive . but disciplinary -and 
redemptive in character, Its purpose 
is to redeem. mankind from all its sins. 
miseries, and follies, leading to the 
establishment of the Kingdom of God, 
with all that this consummation spells 
for the fulfilment of human destiny. 
Nor is this: mere. wishful thinking. 
Nothing, as it has been well re marked, 
succeeds like failure: and the tragic 
failure of all human = attenipts to 
establish a society without reference to 
God. coupled with man’s abysmal 
need, is the very ground of hope. 

Indeed, it is not too fantastic to 
imagine that the world is moving 
(Heaven forfend!) towards the terrible 
calamity in which men.-in the words 
of the prophet, “will say to’ the 
mountains, “Cover us, and to the 
hills, on: us (Hosea x. 8). 
crying to them for protection against 
their own inventions. But, forming 
part of God's redemptive judgment, all 
these crises will be overcome. Out of 
the crucible of. suffering, humanity, 
tried and purified, will vet. rise to 
learn to try again and do better, and 
thus ultimately move forward to the 
Kingdom of God, and enter upon 
the fullness of the heritage which the 
Creator has appointed for the children 
of men.

HE year 5713 was, for British 

Jews. as well as for. their 
fellow - citizens, Coronation 

Year. They vied with one another 
in. their. expressions of loyalty 
and of devotion to their young 
Queen, who appeared as the ideal 
of all constitutional rulers. In 
the great pageant of the Coronation, 
that moved all who had the privi- 
lege of witnessing it, no matter how 
distantly, Anglo-Jewry bore its part.

English public life. addition, 
following the precedent set half a 
century ago on the. occasion of 
the.

President of the Anglo-Jewish Asso-- 


ciation, were doubtless chosen, 
partly at any rate, for their services 
to Anglo-Jewry..

The community as a-whole resolved 
to mark the occasion by the raising 
of £100,000 with which to plant a 
Queen Elizabeth Coronation Forest 
in: Israel. 


The Duke's Interest 


The Queen's consort, the Duke. of 
Edinburgh, on two occasions in the 
course of the year showed his interest 
in. Her Majesty's Jewish subjects. In 
November, on the occasion of. the 
annual: Remembrance Parade .of the 
Association of Jewish Ex-Service Men 
and Women, he was the. Inspecting 
Officer and took the salute.

ISRAEL,

OR Israel 5713 has been a year 
of outstanding events, both of 
great sadness and much joy. 

It began with a Cabinet crisis and 
the death of President Chaim Weiz- 
mann. Then there was bitter Party 
strife over the question of educa- 
tion. and national service for 
women. “These two problems, 
resolved only last month, almost 
split the people into two camps. 
The year was also marked by 
numerous economic and finan: 
cial troubles, shortages of food 
and raw materials, a growth in 
unemployment, an intensification of 
border incidents, a severe drop in 
days, the unexpected and sad spec- 
tacle of a group of young Jews 
leaving Israel for countries behind 
the Iron Curtain.. But it was. also 
a year of superhuman effort and 
great and inspiring achievements. 
he Cabinet crisis. at the opening 
of the vear arose out-of the decision 
of the Aguda and Poale Aguda who, 
opposing on religious grounds the 
unification of the educational system 


and the Bill for National Service of 


Women, decided to withdraw from the 
Government. Although it greatly

[wo ‘subjects stand out as the 
centres of interest and to some extent 
of controversy in the record of Anglo- 
Jewry during the vear, The one was 
that of the Beth Din: the other that 
of Jewish religious education. | The 
Beth Din. became involved in one. of 
the perjodic: lawsuits that have beset 
its. career, The Court decided in us 
favour, but. it was: widely. recognised 
that ‘the hearing of the case brought 
no honour to Anglo-Jewry. Out of it 
arose. a realisation that the admiunistra- 
tion of the Beth Din needed examina- 
tion and perhaps remodelling. At first 
the Couneil of the United Synagogue 
sought to set up a committee for this 
purpose. In this decision the Chref 
Rabbi: seemed to be placed in a

was pointed out a remedy was quickly 
apphed... Incidentally, it may be men- 
tioned that the Beth Din has been 
weakened by the failure to appoint a 
successor to Dayan Abramsky. (who 
retired some. vears ago), apparently 
through the absence of any suitable 
candidate.

recent vears.«three of the great 
London ‘Jewish elementary. schools 
were closed, in consequence of shifts 
population. ‘These schools had the 
benefit of large. endowments, and 
during recent vears the question of the 
use of these endowments has. been 
under consideration. The trustees: of 
these funds, the London Board. of 
Jewish Religious Education, and the 
Chief. Rabbi were all concerned and 
agreed on a scheme for the establish- 
ment of a large multilateral secondary 
school jn a central position. This 
scheme was provisionally approved by 
the Ministry of Education, but in ‘a 
late Stage the Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movement. intervened -and 
claimed a share of the funds for the 
development of. their own schools. 
This: claim was met in part, but the 
objectors asked for. more. . The 
question was. still unresolved at the 
end of the vear.

FROM OUR OWN SEW 


“HERE are likely to. be mixed 
feelings about Rosh Hashana 
among thousands of non- 

Jewish schooichildren in many parts 
of America. For some the summer 
holiday will be longer than. antici- 
pated . for others the vacation wall 
be a trifle abbreviated ; and in both 
instances this is due to the date on 
which Rosh. Hashana occurs this 
year 

in Montgomery County, Maryland, 
for instance, the scheoichiidren will 
probably become as much attached to 
Rosh Hashana as they are to their 
cowboy heroes of television. Mont- 
gomery County adjoins the city of 
Washington, and its .schoo.s are 
believed to have about 1.500 Jewish 
children. Oriematiy. September 10 
was the date set for the opening of 
the autumn term in the Montgomery 
County schools, but when the Jewish 
Community Council of Greater Wash- 
ington. explained that this. was.

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GOD. AS KING 


By Rabbi Dr. A. 


VERY day of our lives we 
acclaim God as King. All the 
benedictions we utter begin 
with the words: “ Blessed are Thou, 
O Lord our God, King of the 
Universe.”. On Rosh. Hashana, 
however, the réle of God as King 
(and, therefore, Judge) takes on a 
heightened significance. 

Rabbi Eliezer [ben Hyrkanos] said: 
“ The: world was created in ‘Tishri.” 
(Rosh Hashana, 10b.) On the anni- 
versary of Creation God assumes the 
role of King to judge not only Israel 
but all mankind, and to decree the 
fate of all. “On Rosh Hashana all 
inhabitants of the world pass before 
God [to be judged] like young lambs 
[passing singly through a narrow gate 
to. be marked for tthes}.”’ © (Rosh 
Hashana, Mishna, 1, 2: ef. Gemara, 
18a. and Rashi, ad loc and: Midrash 
Shoher Toh on Psalm This 
is the central theme of the. prayers 
for the New Year, and is ever- 
recurring refrain in the liturgy for the 
day. God judges the whole world on 
that the. inhabitants thereof, 
therefore, if they be wise, pray to Him 
for forgiveness, and repent of. past 
misdeeds. 

The famous hymn, TAS, 
ittributed ta RR. Meshullam. ben 
Kalonvmos..-(tenth century ¢.E.), 
erystallises this thought. 

‘We wil celebrate the mighty. holi- 
ness Of this day, for i is one of awe 
and terror Verily it 1s -Thou’ alone 
who art Judge ....

There are 
eight verses. The first verse, in Israel 
Zanegwill’s fine translation, is as 
follows:

FROM BYZANTIUM 


Byzantium Into Europe. By Jack 
LinpsAy. The Bodley Head. 37s, 6d.

This book has the misfortune to 
fall between two stools. On the one 
hand the author writes with a strong 
polemical intention against all, and 
Arnold Toynbee in. particular, who de 
not see in Byzantium the source and 
explanation of what is good in Euro- 
pean history. But to achieve-this pur- 
pose a much shorter book, directly 
concerned with the contribution of 
Byzantium to Western European 
civilisation, would have been more 
effective. On the other hand the 
author is offering us a competent and 
very full, account of every aspect of 
Byzantine society from Constantine I 
to Constantine that. is from the 
fourth century of the common era to 
the fifteenth. But. to give full value 
to the author's learning, and merely 
to include the actual material which 
he offers, this should have been pub- 
lished in two volumes, with adequate 
footnotes and biblrography, and. with 
a literary style somewhat less like a 
burst of. machine-gun fire. It is a 
very learned book, one which subse- 
quent writers on any. aspect of his 
subject would like to quote. but the 
complete absence of. references makes 
it impossible to check or amplify what 
the author states on his own authority, 


Lack of References 


The absence of references weighs 
particularly heavily against him on the 
kind of peripheral subject which is of 
interest to Jewish readers, but which 
is not part of his main theme. — For 
Jews are nowhere central in the. story 
of Byzantium, and yet. they cannot 
be omitted, and one would like to 
know how extensive were the sources 
Mr. Lindsay used. Thus, when he 
introduces. various = Spanish-Jewish 
scholars of whom I have never heard 
in. a list of names, I would like to 
know where to find out who they 
were, as they are not in. any book 
I possess. And hts fascinating descrip- 
tion of Jewish traders in the pre- 
medieval period, while containing an 
able summary of all I did know, 
gests such. a much more important 
role than | would have attributed to 
them: there again | would hke to know 
his sources. In saving this am not 
being sareastic or hinting that Mr. 
Lindsay is clearly wrong. He obviously 
commands the literature of his sub- 
ject in a wide. variety of languages. 
and much of his information is 
inevitably buried corners obscure to 


most scholars. and. in works. little 
known except to. specialists «like 
himself. 


Jewish Citizenship 
Certainly from a superficial pom of 
view his thesis of the Byzantine origin 
of the civilisation of -Western.

SARAJEVO PAST AND PRESENT 


N that indispensable guide fo: 
visitors to Yugoslavia, 
Lamb and = Grey 

Rebecca West writes iength 
about the pre-war Jewish com- 
munity in Sarajevo, of a tradition 
“ancient, sure, and competent,” of 
the richness of communal life, and 
of the piety of the Sefardi 
community.

Romano has his home, and two rooms 
are used as communal offices. On the 
other side of the mer are the remains

It was com- 
pleted, but not. yet dedicated, when 
war broke out. Now it is a shell, 
having been looted and destroyed by 
the Germans and the Ustashi Quis- 


lings. as well as by some of the 
Moslem populace. 
There is little religious life in 


Sarajevo. A muinyan in the synagogue 
on the Sabbath 1s rare, and there is 
no one to teach the few children who 
remain. Those who can afford it make 
small contributions each month to the 
community, so that the synagogue can 
be Kept in good order, the rabbi can 
be paid, the cemetery can be main- 
tained, and a few aged people given 
assistance > but the monthly contribu- 
tions do not amount to more than 
about £10. 


Centuries-old Cemetery 


The cemetery is situated at the sxle 
of a mountain to the east of the city. 
This was purchased centuries ago, and 
the tombstones have always been 
made from stone quarried on the 
mountain itself. My visit was made 
lute one afternoon with Dr Haim 
Kamhi, Vice-President of the com- 
munity. The cemeter\ now 
the Government, is 
beautifully situated and excellent, 
cared for. Towards the top of the 
site can be seen the oldest tombstones. 
These are between 250 and 300 years 
old, roughiv hewn, four or five feet 
in length with irregular fronts, very 
nearly square. 

The cemetery contains two recent 
memorials. On a clearance half-way 
up the mountain stands the dignified 
memorial to the Jews who died during 
the last war. At the top of the 
cemetery there is the memorial erected 
by the Jewish community for Serbian 
partisans killed thére by the Ustashi 


Another recent memorial of Jewish 
interest in the city stands in one of the 
many small gardens and commemor- 
‘ates Dame! Ozmo. who was killed in 
1942 in the Ustashi concentration 
camp alt Jasenovac. The bronze bust 
was erected by the Town People’s 
Comnuttee of Sarajevo as tribute 
to the heroism of this young Jew, 
who died at the age of 30. Before 
the war Ozmo was one of Sarajevo's 


‘outstanding artists and book ijlustra- 


tors, a cotiection of hrs drawings 
was recently presented to the jewish 
Museum in Paris by the Yugoslav 
Jewish community. 
Celebrated Writer 

Still living in Sarajevo to-day is one 
of Yugostavia’s best-known writers, 
Isak Samakoviija; who in 1947 was 
awarded the second highest State prize 
for literature. (No first pnze was 
awarded. that year.) Although his sub- 
matter is largely Jewish, he is 
one of the most widely read authors 
of the post-war period. Samakovlija 
was, until 1948, a medical practitioner, 
and during the war was a doctor ina 
Yugoslav concentration camp His 
first book of stories about Sefardi 
Jewish life in’Bosnia was published i: 
i929. and a second volume followed in 
1936, but his real popularity has come 
since the end of the war. | 

The -Federa! publishing ‘house in 
Sarajevo is now issuing his collected 
stories in three volumes. The. first. 
devoted to his Jewish stores, has 
already appeared , the two remaining 
collections will contain stones about 
Bosnia, largely about the Moslem 
community and gipsies, and his war 
stories. .

Suggested Explanation 
lo the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir. —In spite of the introduction of 
a five-day working week, synagogue 
attendance on Sabbath morning shows 
a downward. tendency. The chiet 
reason. in mv. opinion, is due to the 
removal of our coreligionists from the 
congested quarters, where the main 
synagogues were formerly established, 
to some suburban residential parts. of 
the city. 


Living a few miles. away. from their 
synagogue, many congregants who were 
accustomed, and would. very much. like

PLAN FOR JEWISH 
CYCLING 
By VICTOR GOLDING-SWAN\ 


[he recent article in THe. Jewise 
CHRONICLE on Britain and the Macca- 
biah. ended -with a reference to the 
decline in Jewish boxing these days. 
But although boxing ts temporarily out 
of favour with Jewish sporting youth, 
cveling is definitely “in”! 

We have stars that are among the 
brightest in. such men as Lutz Dur- 
lacher, Sid Schuman, John Tressman, 
Knafler, Gardie, and Raphael. Now 
is the time to take advantage of this 
cvcling talent and to form an official 
Maccabi Cycling Club to take part 
in international and national contests. 

My plan is this: to get together, in a

Once agatn a major chess cham- 
monship—that of Britain—has been 
won: by a Jewish player. As reported 
in Tae JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, 
the 28-year-old Canadian’ chess 
master, D. A. Yanofsky, gained the 
British chess title in a very convinc- 


ing manner, and his play was con- 
sidered the most brilliant of the 
tournament. One of his rivals. a 
recent holder of the championship, 
was another Jewish . player, H.

Professor of 
Sou Scrence at the Hebrew University, 
died in ne last week aged 54.

Adolf was ihe grandson 
of Adolf. Ginsberg, of Berlin, one of the 
best-known: Jewish benefactors of . his 
aay. As a ICC soidicn the 1914-18 
war, he wrote to fis mother after the 
Germans had ordered 4 count of all Jews 
at the from (Judenzahlung, 1915): 
am not Slaymg in-a country where Jews 
are counted hke cattle. After the war 
am going to Palestine.’ 


“On demobilisation he studied agri- 


culiure and his work in Palestine began 
soon afterwards, He became an agricul- 
tural overseer, before jommne the British 
Government Laboratory. engaged in soil 
research. With the inavweuranon of the 
Hebrew University, he joined the Soil 
Research Department. becoming even- 
iually Professor and Dean. His wide 
interests included Palestinian archxology, 

on which he published several 
His collecuon of ancient coins was one 
of the largest in the country. 

‘When the Second World War broke 
out he was by chance in London, and 
immediately began negotiating for a 
lewish unit of the British Army in 
Palestine. On his return he joined this 
unit: which was later to be in the van- 
guard of the battl against Rommel's 
forces. After Rommel’s defeai, Reifen- 
berg, now a captain, and his unit were 
transterred on a troopship to Malta, In 
the ship’s hbrary one” day he automati- 
cally grasped a book- ‘What to do if 
your ship sinks.’ The next day tor- 
pedo hit the ship, killine every  fellow- 
officer and: ieaving him in command. 
clinging from a raft, until a British war- 
ship arrived to rescue the remaining fives, 
From the deck of the warship. he saw 
one of his men sill batthag against the 
waves, and dived in to save. him.

SOVIET PREMIER 


Malenkov, By Martin 
Weidenfeld and Nicolson, 12s. 6d

This thin book on the Russian 
Premier has the merits and. short- 
comings of a study written in haste. 
Because it was hurriedly written, 
while public interest in Russia ts wide- 
spread, not even Mr. Ebon, otherwise 
a penetrating student of Communism, 
could avoid certain pitfalls. 

As far as the Jewish reader is con- 
cerned, Mr. Ebon’s. theory _ that 
Malenkov is an antisemite, and that 
the anti-Jewish and anti-Zionist cam- 
paign in post-war Russia was mainly 
his initiative and responsibility, 4s 
hardly convincing. According to the 
author, Mr. Malenkov is a man of 


hostilities and prejudices, antisemitism | 


being one of the strongest among them. 
In support of this theory, Mr. Ebon 
quotes an incident, related by another 
author, in which the Premier in a 
sudden burst of temper once told 


Jewish manager, who failed to deliver - 


an expected amount of nails from his 
factory, that “if the nails were for 
Stalin’s coflin you. would have them 
fast enough.” He then goes on to 
say that the campaign against Zionists, 
cosmopolitans, and passportless wan- 


derers, actually began in Russia when - 


Mr. Malenkov assumed the post of 
Secretary in the Communist Party, 
some four years ago, 
was an expression of his. personal 
prejudice. The danger ‘of these 
prejudices, he maintains, became even 
more evident during the Slansky trial 
in Czechoslovakia, and a 
climax in January, 1953, with the 
alleged plot of the ‘Jewish doctors, 
Yet, after making these statements, the 
author proceeds to tell of the close 
relationship between the — Soviet 
Premier and Mr. Lazar Kaganovitch, 
a Jew under whom Malenkov had 
worked for many years, with whom 
he maintained close and amicable 
relations. and who is now one of the 
three First-Deputies of -the 
Premier. | 

If the theory of Malenkov’s. anti- 
semitism lacks conviction, the genera! 
picture of the new Premier's other 
characteristics presented to the reader 
is More persuasive and makes interest- 
ing reading. It speaks much for the 
ability of the author that, even out of 
the few facts that are known about 
Malenkov the author has been able 
to produce a valuable guide to every 
student of contemporary Russian 
affairs.
